In a joint communique issued

“I think they could become 
as common as gas stations or 
Laundromats," said Howard J. 
Weiner, 28. founder of Easy- 
key*, the first US. chain of 
computermats. 

Each of the four Easykeys 
shops Is equipped with 10 IBM 
personal computers, a wide 
range of word processing, busi- 
ness, accounting and other spe- 
cialized programs, printers and 
data bank link-us. 

Someone making use of all of 
the equipment can rent up to 
SI 0,000 worrit of computer 
hardware and software for as 
little as S3 JO an hour, but only 
if paying in 20-hour Mocks of 
time. The top rate is S5 an hour.

Cornell’s Pink Forest 

A Cornell University garden- 
er who dyes evergreen trees 
with a disgusting pink slop to 
make them too ugly to steal has 
won the S50O first prize in Cor- 
nell's annual cost-saving com- 
petition. 

The expensive trees at Cor- 
nell’s 2.800-acre (1,120-hectare) 
plantation and arboretum were 
being cut down by students at 
Christmastime. So last fall Ger- 
ardo Sdarra.

A programmable pocket cal- 
culator developed at Boston 
University Medical School and 
costing $75 could save a quarter 
of a million Americans from 
pointless hospital stays each 
year, its developers say. 

The calculator, when fed with 
the symptoms of patients, can 
make a swift distinction be- 
tween indigestion, muscle strain 
and other minor ailments and 
the warning signs of a heart 
condition. 

A test with the computer in- 
volving 1230 patients resulted 
in doctors cutting admissions 
by 30 percent without missing 
any patient who actually had or 
later turned out to have heart 
disease. 


Admiral Links Son’s Cancer to Defoliant 

But He Says His Order to Spray Agent Orange Saved Thousands of Lives

WASHINGTON — Admiral 
Pimo R_ Zumwalt Jr. ordered the 
spraying of Agent Orange to defoli- 
ate the Ca Mau Peninsula in South 
Vietnam 16 years ago, just before 
his son began running river patrol 
boats through the area in search of 
Wet Cong. 

Elmo R. Zumwalt 3d. 38. has 
advanced cancer of the lymph 
glands. Father and son say they 
believe that exposure to the herbi- 
cide probably caused the disease 
and may have caused a birth defect 
in the now-retired admiral’s 7-yea r- 
old grandson, RusselL 
“My f ©dings about my son's 
t rage dy are cause for great emotion 
and suffering," Admiral Zumwalt 
said. “My feelings about the extent 
to which 1 was a causal agent of 
that tragedy are nonexistent.'’ 

He s aid he believes bow. as he 
did in 1968, that the use of Agent 
Orange to destroy crops and jungle 
cover concealing the enemy “saved 
thousands of American fives ... 


Even if a causal relationship can be 
established — and it hasn’t — be- 
tween Agent Orange and the ill- 
ness. I would have to conclude on 
to inmy . given the tragedy of war, 
that many more men are alive to- 
day, including possibly my own 
son, because of Agent Orange." 

He has come to think that “there 
probably is a causal relationship" 
but Tm not sure what the decision 
would have been had we known 
lien what we know now." 

Earlier this month, seven chemi- 
cal companies agreed to pay S180 
million to thousands of Vietnam 
veterans who claim that exposure 
to the dioxin-contaminated defoli- 
ant has affected their health. The 
out-of-court settlement and lack of 
scientific proof left unresolved 
doubts about the impact of their 
limited exposure to the chemical 

The younger Zumwalt, now an 
attorney in Fayetteville, North 
Carolina, said: “1 created my own 
destiny. I was on a guided missile 
destroyer in the Mediterranean and 
1 volunteered to serve in Vietnam. I 
had a father who would not block a 


decision by a young naval officer to 
volunteer" 

During his 1969-70 tour of duty, 
be was in charge of a 55-foot (17- 
meter) “swift boat.” It patrolled as 
Car north as Da Nang and as far 
south as Ca Mau, the soathern tip 
of the country, looking for regular 
army infiltrators from North Vta- 
nam or for Viet Cong guerrillas. 
Particularly around Ca Mau Penin- 
sula, be said, the landscape was 
burned out by defoliant spraying. 

“We lived on those boats, ate 
and drank Vietnamese food and 
water ” be said. “At the time; I gave 
no thought to what the health con- 
sequences of Agent Orange might 

be . .. It was day-to-day survival 
that preoccupied "ns. The defolia- 
tion was to keep the fire fights 
further back. We thought that was 
a good thing." 

He thought about Agent Orange 
again a few years bier, he said, 
when he learned that Russell had

In Canada, Campaign to Succeed Trudeau Is Almost Invisible

TORONTO — The campaign to 
choose a successor to Pierre Eliott 
Trudeau as leader of the Liberal 
Party is more than two-thirds over, 
and compared with the fight forthe 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion in the United States, it has 
been a quiet and decorous affair. 

The contest officially opened on 
Feb. 29, when Prime Minister Tru- 
deau announced his intention to 
resign after more than 15 years as 
national leader and b«ad of the 
party. 

ft will end at a three-day conven- 
tion in Ottawa starting June 14 
when party delegates, most of them 
chosen by local organizations, 
gather to choose one of the seven 
men in the race. 

The victor mil then lake over as 
prime minister, at least until he 
leads the party into national elec- 
tions expected later this year. 

Here, there are no television or 
newspaper advertisements, no 
cheering claques of supporters, no 
armies of aides. There are very few 
posters or banners, and the candi- 
dates — six cabinet minis ter* and a 
former minister — move around 
the country on commercial aircraft 
rarely accompanied by more than a 
single staff aide. 

The contenders are limited by 
the party to spending no more than 
51.2 million each cm their three- 


month campaigns. There have been 
weeks when the coverage of the 
Democratic contest in the United 
States, seen in Canada on Ameri- 
can rhannek , was much greater 
than the coverage of the Liberal 
contest on Canadian television. 

“The nomination here involves 
much less time, much less money 
and far fewer actual voters than 
does the process in the Slates," said 
Mike Duffy, a television commen- 
tator who has often found himself a 
solitary observer on the campaign 
traO. 

Mr. Duff)’ was one of three jour- 
nalists who were waiting recently to 
join John Turner, the acknowl- 
edged front-runner, on a campaign 
swing by bus of the Niagara penin- 
sula. 

Mr. Turner, a lawyer and former 
finance minister, arrived alone and 
went into the building bousing his 
campaign headquarters seemingly 
unnoticed. 

The scene reflected the serene 
aspect of the Liberal Party contest, 
in which the only people bong 
wooed ore the 3,500 delegates. 
Mass appeal is not regarded as nec- 
essary and is some times even seen 
as a disadvantage: 

Unlike the race in the United 
Slates, where delegates are selected 
by large turnouts in primaries or 
state caucuses, they are chosen in 
Canada by party dubs whose dues- 
paying members — in some cases 


80 or 100 people — represent a tiny 
fraction of the electorate. 

It is the party faithful who are 
being courted, and many of them 
would hardly be flattered by candi- 
dates who reach out directly to the 
rank and file early in the race. 

Clubs in the 282 parliamentary 
ridings. Of districts, have each cho- 
sen seven delegates for the Ottawa 
convention. In addition, campus 
Liberal associations wiQ send two 
delegates ench, and aQ Liberal 
elected officials w3J also qualify as 
delegates. 

On the bus. as he traveled to 
meet with prospective delegates 
from five district organizations in 
the Niagara peninsula.

No Plunge Into the Gulf 


The war in the Gulf, already a tremendous 
burden cm the combatants, is getting yet more 


stability. A desperate Iraq has been attacking 
international stepping in order to scare the 
West into intervening and somehow ending 
the war. Taskers of Kuwait and Saudi Arabia, 
Iraq's two principal financial backers, have 
been attacked by planes identified as Iran’s. 
All this aggravates the threat to the flow of oil 
and further disconcerts the Arab states around 
the Gulf. It also brings nearer the question of 
whether the United Stases will be called on to 
honor its pledges to keep the Gulf open and, 
specifically, to ensure Saudi Arabia's security. 

For Washington the ironies of the war are 
many. On the conventional merits, the United 
States aught well favor Iran. Iraq was the 
original aggressor almost four years ago, and 
Iraq initiated the tactic of shooting up Gulf 
shipping. But an appraisal of its political inter- 
ests has disposed Washington to tilt — so far 
only politically — toward Iraq. For all of 
Baghdad's failings in American eyes, the re- 
gime in Tehran is the one that look the Ameri- 
can hostages and saw to the killing of the 
marines in Lebanon and now poses a revolu- 
tionary threat to America’s Arab friends. 

Notwithstanding the alarms, however, the 
time has not yet arrived for the United States 
to advance to a military role. No one has crane 
up with a good idea for arranging a settlement; 
perhaps no one will as long as Ayatollah Kho- 
meini and Saddam Hussein, who have totally 
committed their prestige to the war, remain in 
power. But no rate has come up with a good 
idea for a contained effective military inter- 


vention, either, and there is a general aware- 
ness of the quantum leap that even a tentative 
great-power involvement could mean. 

As frightened as they are of Iran's arms and 
ideas, the Arabs of tbe Gulf hesitate to call in 
American aid and thereby seem to validate the 
ayatollah's depiction of them as American 

puppets. They also wonder what manner of aid 
they could count on. when tbe Reagan admin- 
istration itself is uncertain and when the possi- 
bility of U.S. military action in the Gulf is an 
issue in the presidential campaign. 

Tbe United States, then, has good reason to 
stick with its current policy of providing politi- 
cal reassurances and diplomatic offices but not 
military cover. Certainty Americans cannot be 
more forward in the defense of Saudi Arabia 
than are the Shudis, who have chosen to deal 
with attacks on their shipping not by uring 
their immense supply of modem American 
arms (arms far superior to Iran's) but by famil- 
iar Saudi tactics of diplomatic indirection and 
evasion. Nor could any Gulf state expect U.S. 
aid without openly requesting it and without 
providing the facilities or whatever to make it 
effective. Britain and France, on behalf of 
European oO consumers, would have to be up- 
front partners in any mflitary enterprise. 

President Reagan came a cropper in his 
limited military intervention in Lebanon. We 
assume he does not need to be reminded that 
an intervention in the Gulf would be infinitely 
riskier. The use of American power in the Guff 
cannot be absolutely ruled out, but the discus- 
sion of the dreomstaooesin which it might be 
right and necessary is only beginning,

In Pakistan, One Example 


It is a sad, appalling reality that in much of 
the world governments kidnap with impunity. 
In the eu phemis tic state of martial “law," 
people vanish, sometimes for months, some- 
times forever. The roster of victims is as ooldly 
anonymous as the phone book. One such vic- 
tim is Raza Kazan, a lawyer presumed to be 
somewhere in the jails of Pakistan. His case is 
notable only because it is so routine. 

Mr. Rimiw, in his mid-SOs, has specialized 
in international commercial law. He lived with 
his wife and rhfiHrm in Lahore; one sou is a 
student at the University of Notre Dame in 
Indiana. He has never been charged with crime 
or subversion, but was held for a few months 
in 1981 when an Urdu-language journal he 
edited carried articles criticizing martial law. 

On Jan. 9 of this year Mr. Kazan was shoved 
into what looked tike a military jeep. His 
frantic wife went to the Sub-Martial Law Ad- 
ministration to find ont what happened. No- 
body knew, bat she was told that Inter-Soviet 
Military InteltigeDce might know; it was 
obliged to report any arrest within 24 hours. 
Under martial law, however, people can be 
held indefinitely without “arrest*' 

Hours later came a telephone call from Mr. 


Karim He could not say where be was, or with 
whom or why, but his family should surrender 
his passport and briefcase when on official 
called. The officer who came tbe next day 
refused to discuss the case. 

Mr. Karim ’s friends abroad tried to help. By 
month's end, the human rights division of the 
US.

But 
who can judge what danger Mr. Kazim poses if 
his government refuses even to acknowledge 
his arrest? Not only people have disappeared 
in Pakistan.

Apartheid: Expensive for South Africa 


J OHANNESBURG — There have been signs 
recently that apartheid is becoming too ex- 
pensive for South Africa. Among the signs: a 
flUny of reports by government commissions, a 
five-year study financed by the Carnegie Foun- 
dation, and the national budget for 1984-85.

This American Jew Protests 

As an American Jew, I am emotionally tor- 
tured by the reaction — ratha. the non-reac- 
tion — to what happened after four Palestin- 
ian teenagers hijacked an Israeli bus [last 
month]. I don’t know which to condemn more 
vigorously: Israeli brutality or American Jew- 
ish complicity by silence. 

At no point did tbe Palestinians harm any- 
one on the bus — hardly the manner of “brnial 
terrorists.” Yet Israeli soldiers stormed the 
bus, falling one passenger and at least two of 
the Palestinians. Within hours, the Israelis 
applied their policy of collective punishment, 
destroying the hijackers' family homes in 
Gaza. A short time lata the authorities report- 
ed that all four were dead. 

Some American Jewish organizations have 
claimed all along that they are different — that 
they are fair, that they are not simply apolo- 
gists for Israel or cowards in the face of com- 
munity pressures.

’ The rulos of only four of the 10 
have chosen to become independent. The others 
insist on retaining South African ci tizenship for 
themselves and their people, and they demand a 
voice in a unified black-white gove rnm ent. 

None of the four territories that have become 
fully sdf-govaning have achieved anything dose 
to economic independence. The Botha govern- 
ment has offered extravagant incentives to do- 
mestic and foreign interests to build factories in 
the homelands, but nothing has been done that 
would proride enough jobs for the people. 

The underlying problem is that these areas, 
although vaguely laid out to conform with histor- 
ic tribal hunting grounds, are only 13 percent of 
South African territory, while blacks are 72 per- 
cent of the population. The homelands are gross- 
ly overcrowded — their population has more 
than doubled in 20 years — and there is no longer 
room for many people to continue with toe 
traditional subsistence farming . 

As a result, according to the Carnegie study, as 
many as 1.4 million people in the homelands are 
destitute. Food must be brought in from South 
Africa or these people will starve. 

The urban blades, estimated to number 6 mil- 
lion, require no such heavy outlay of public 
money. They work in the white cities and their 
labor is needed to main lain and expand South 
Africa’s industrialized economy. Sufi, the gov- 
ernment is put to considerable expense because, 
■under apartheid. these people must live in gbet- 
to-like communities some distance from where 
they work. To transport item between then- 
homes and their wmx places, tbe government 
heavily subsidizes bus companies. 

As South Africa’s industrial base expands, the 
need for better edneated and technically drilled 
blacks wows. The 4 5 million whites can no 
longer ml aQ the supervisory and middle-man- 
agement positions that are opening up. So the 
government must undertake a great catch-up 
program to prepare blacks for these jobs. This 
year’s budget brings a 23-percent increase is 
funds allocated to education, some of it for white 
schools but a larger share far improved facilities 
and more teachers in blade schools. 

Black urban growth is allowed to continue but 
is being controlled There is still widespread fear 
among officials in the all-white government that 
to allow too many blacks in the aties would be to 
sow the seeds of revolution. The control autho- 
rized under a network of laws, is administered by 
an army of police and aril servants, and this is 
another budget item dmged to apartheid.

Commander Sims described as the “all-big- 
gun, one-calibre battleship, of high speed, 
large displacement and gun power.” “Super- 
Dreadnoughts" are being evolved. The Dread- 
nought dominates the political situation. 


1934: Big fire Threatened Qricago 
CHICAGO — The gaunt smoke-blackened 
walls and still-smoldaing skeletons of budd- 
ings supposedty fireproof are mute remains of 
the fire which began in the Union Stock Yards 
-late in the afternoon [of May 1 9J, swept 
through 42 square blocks of the South &de 
during the night, threatened the entire city for 
a time as it got out of control and destroyed 
part of the most important meai-padting cen- 
tre in America with a loss estimated as high as 
525,000,000. Tito fire, which raged beyond tbe 
control of more than 3,000 firemen for nearly 
five hours, was the most disastrous in Chicago 
since the great fire ofl 871 and one of the worst 
in the- history of the United States. Nearly 
2,000 persons are homeless; more than 100 
major buildings are in ruins. 
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W ASHINGTON —There seems 
to be no end to the criticism 
leveled against President Reagan 
these days, tad little evidence so far 
that it is reducing his chances erf re- 
election. How could this be? Many 
explanations have been offered, the 
main one being that he is a nice guy 
and has been lucky in his opponents. 

In general, if you listen to the poll- 
sters, the American people distrust 
the Russians, to pnr it mildly; don’t 
think much of Walter Mondalc, Gaiy 
Hart or Jesse Jackson; don’t like (lie 
press, a nosy and noisy bunch who 
keep saying that tbe president's abili- 
ty is not up to his popularity. 

Leaving the excessive criticisms of 
the Russians and the Democrats 
aside, there is a view from neighbors 
and allies that is worth considering. 

Tbe prime minister of Canada has 
been going around tbe world lately 
suggesting that the conflict between 
Washington and Moscow is getting 
out of hand. And President Miguel de 
la Madrid of Mexico was in Washing- 
ton. the other day saying, with the 
utmost courtesy but with candor, that 
Mr. Reagan’s militaristic policy in 
Central America was a mistake and a 
potential disaster. 

“We are convinced,” the Mexican 
president told ajoint meeting of Con- 
gress, “that the Central American 
conflict is a result of the economic 
deficiencies, political backwardness 
and social npstice that have afflict- 
ed the countries of this. area. We 
therefore Cannot accept its becoming 
part of the East- West confrontation/ 
Congress listened and applauded 
politely but Mr. Reagan disagreed, 
and he lectured Mr. de la Madrid on 
tbe importance of taking military ac- 
tion ggaiiyn the Communist threat in 
the hemisphere. So far as anybody 
could judge, U.S. public opinion sid- 
ed with President Reagan.

The hu- 
man mind has an invincible tenden cy 
to reduce the diverse to the identi- 
cal... We shall never succeed in 
ch a nging oar age of iron into an age 
of gold until we give up our ambition 
to find a single cause for all our ins.”

In any event the avoidance of no- 
dear war, always the first priority, is 
no longer enough. Twenty-odd yean 
of Sonez-Amerkan striving have 
schooled many of us to demand evi- 
dence of progress or at least earnest 
effort in arms control. It is a marie 
against Mr. Reagan that he could not 
conduct his overall policy so as to 
sustain an active negotiation, or even 
to meet bis Soviet counterparts, as 
previous presidents managed to do 
under conditions no less stressful. 

The Russians have not changed 
thdr nature; President Reagan has 
changed the rules. He Iras added a 
brand of anti-Cmununist “rhetoric" 
that cannot be explained away as 
mere words but must be seen as a 
challenge to the place in the world 
that Soviet rulers have spent 60 years 
attempting to secure. It is backed up 
by his “rearmament” program. 

This is what has got to the Kremlin 
crowd. One could see it in Georgj 
Arbatov, the Politburo adviser, a 
smoothie, who has been mnkmg the 
Washington rounds. Beneath the cal- 
culated dishonesty and bullying of so 
much of the Soviet comment, a hint 
of panic glimmers. It is not to the 
American advantage. 

The Soviets understand America 
poorly in many particulars, but they 
read Mr. Reagan's basic thrust cor- 
rectly. Mr. Reagan sees the alarm aod 
anger on the Soria ride and incor- 
rectly takes them as a sign that Ids 
pressure is working. This is the spe- 
cial sense in which Soviet-American 
relations are tbe worst in years.

ZURICH (AP) — Italy will host t he 19 90 soccer World Cup, the International 
Federation of Football Associations (FIFA) announced here Saturday. The Soviet 
Union was tin: only other country to bid for the event Italy, which won its third 
World Cup title in 1982, last staged the tournament in 1934. 

Stadiums for the 1990 matches: Olympic and Flaminio, Rome; Muniripale, 

Turin; Marassi. Genoa; Meazza, Milan; BentfigotB, Verona; Friuli, Udine; Coraun- 
ale, Bologna; Comunale, Florence; Del Duca, Ascoli; Ctm, Pemgia; San Paolo.

FIFA also announced that matches fee the 1986 World Cup in Mexico will be 
played in 12 stadiums, with the June 29 final in Mexico City’s Atzeca Stadium.

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Can Great Art be the Stuff of Drama?

E'V \ ORK — Contrary to

They were quite right, too, in so 
far as’ a genuine La u tree would 
have mode everything else look 
ridiculous. Genuine paintings 
cannot be put on tbe stage, be- 
cause they call for a different kind 
of a nen tion. 

The first fact about a great 
painting is that it is a critique and 
summation of reality, and if ev- 
erything around it is counterfeit 
by definition there is no way for 
the outcome to be harmonious. 

In the same way it is very, very 
difficult — if not positively im- 
possible — for even the 'best ac- 
tors to play the part of a painter or 
sculptor. Charles Laughton as 
Rembrandt was vintage Laugh- 
tor.. and there was even a certain 
fjcb.il resemblance. But there were 
insuperable difficulties. What 
nutters about Rembrandt, in tbe 
end. is what he did when he was 
alone in the studio. We know what 
:»nva of that, but we cannot know 
now he set about it. or what be 
ih-. uihL or what he felt at that 
rivne.’ N'or do we know how he 
talked. when the day's work was 
oat. le: alone what he said. 

Quite apart from that. Laugh- 
tvTi'. RembrandL has dated. The 
puce to which it takes us back is 
not Amsterdam in the 17th centu- 
ry. It is London in 1936. when the 
movie was made. With its baggy 
-pccch patterns, its painstaking 
slowness and its air of aspiring 
high culture. Laughton's Rem- 
brandt is lied to the period in 
England during which Alexander 
Korda was trying to make the 
movies respectable. 

Vincent van Gogh is in this con- 
text the antithesis of Rembrandt, 
in that for much of his short life 
we can follow his thoughts day by 
day in his published correspon- 
dence. which must amount to 
nearly a million words. Few epi- 
sodes In the history of art are as 
well documented as the occasion 


on winch Paul Gauguin came to 
stay with van Gogh in .Arles in 
1 888. What had been envisaged by 
van Gogh as a marriage of true 
minds turned out to an emotional 
impasse that ended very badly. 

That joint sojourn in the south 
was the stuff of high drama, and 
on the confrontational level it was 
carried off with both brio and 
commitment by Kirk Douglas as 
van Gogh and Anthony Quinn os 
Gauguin. But, once again. ±t 
pacing the use of color, the set- 
ting of -the scene and the level of 

aesthetic awareness take us back 

not to Arles in 188S but to the 
well-made Hoflvwood movies of 
the mid- 1950s. It is the 1 950s, not 
the 1880s, that are mirrored in 
“Lust for Life." 

As for the artist's life as a sub- 
ject for the stage, we can only 
rejoice that it has lately been so 
thoroughly well left alone. So hap- 
py a stare of affairs cannot last 
forever — the Abstract Expres- 
sionists in particular are likely to 
be too tempting — but there 
would seem to oe some kind of 
unspoken agreement that artists 
make difficult dramatic materiaL 

Even in the opera house, where 
the larger-than-life has general ac- 
ceptance. pointers need skillful 
handling. My favorite imaginary 
painter in 20th-century opera i's 
the one who in the opening scene 
of Alban Berg's “Lulu" has to 
chase Lulu round the room while 
singing in canon. (Much good it 
does turn, too.) The painter in this 
case sets a note of debauch and 
abandon almost from the rise of 
the curtain, and we somehow feel 
that Alban Berg, who knew some- 
thing about the Expressionist 
painting of his day. had in mind a 
lesser Oskar Kokoschka or c. di- 
minutive Egon Schiele. 

For a serious study on the oper- 
atic stage of a truly great painter 
we have to go to Paul Hindemith's 
“Mathis der Maler" of 1938. 
which was given a try at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera in 1 967. fit would 
be rash to lay money on its ever 
coming back again.) 

The principal character in “Ma- 
this der Maler" is Mathias Grflne- 
waid. best known for his Isenheim 
altarpiece in Colmar. France. 
Hindemith did not show Grune- 
wald at work. Nor did he put the 
pointings on the stage. Instead, he 
caused the altarpiece (or pan of it) 
to rise from the orchestra pit. be-

fore the curtain rose, in the form 
of the perfectly calculated contra- 
puntal sound of which he was al- 
most too accomplished a master. 

Nothing could have better pre- 
pared us for the events of the

seem less so today. Even in Berlin 
in the early 1960s. with Dietrich 
Fischer-Dieskau beyond equal as 
GrOnewald. this was an evening 
that sometimes sounded like hard 
work.

If anything, the' show snugly 
fitted into the Booth owes more to 
the off -Broad way avant-garde 
than it does to past groundbreak- 
ing musicals, Sondheim's includ- 
ed. “Sunday” is not a bridge to 
opera, like “Sweeney Todd"; nor 
is it in the tradition’ of the dance 
musicals of Jerome Robbins and 
Michael Bennett. There is. in faa. 
no dancing in “Sunday." and 
while there’s a book, there's little 
story. In creating a work about a 
pioneer of modernist an, Lapine 
and Sondheim have made a con- 
templative modernist musical 
that, true to form, is as much 
about itself and its creators as it is 
about the universe beyond.

The Ultimate Shorthand

W ASHINGTON — The ulti- 
mate shorthand is Upon us. . 
When asked on television not 
long ago why he did not specifically 
apologize for Watergate, Richard 
Nixon said: “There's no way that 
you could apologize that is more 
eloquent, more decisive, more fi- 
nite. or to say that you are sorry, 
which would exceed resigning the 
presidency of the United States. 
Thai said it aQ." 

Tbe earliest citation for the ex- 
pression, That says it ail, in the 
Barnhart Dictionary files is from 
the tellers section of The Atlantic 
magrnnr in 1963. “He has said it 
all," wrote Florence HascaH. 

That says it all, often accompa- 
nied by a cutting motion of a flat- 
tened hand, began its move in the 
mid-1970s. In a review of the career 
of Alfred Hitchcock. Newsweek’s 
Paul Zimmerman wrote in 1975: 
"His apostrophized name above 
the title says it alL" 

What is this it all that everybody 
is saying? The expression goes be- 
yond tbe mere “everything” to en- 
compass “aQ that is possible." For 
example, “the man who has every- 
thing’ is an impoverished oaf com- 
pared with “the man who has it 
aQ." Helen Gurley Brown, the Cos- 
mopolitan editor who discovered 
“See and the Single Girt" entitled 
her memoirs “Having It All" — 


that is. living life to the neplus ultra 
— and “it all" meant a combina- 


tion of love, success, health, money, 
good looks, fame and contentment 
sometimes summarized in fast- 
food restaurants as “tbe works.” 

Although the phrase “to do it all 
again" appears in the language as 
far back as 1200, the extended 
at it all — “to the fullest 
and then some" — took 
in the past generation. A 
household detergent named All ad- 
vertised proudly: “All does h all"; 
an easily duped mark is said “to 
buy it ail"; a libertine is one who 
has “tried it afl." 

To say it aB means “to rev eal the 
essence" or “to signal the bottom 
tine," as if what small amount has 
bom said or shown is a synecdoche 
for all that could possibly exist on 
the subject

the BBC, Alistair Cooke 
about an administration official 
pui gju “lying in his teeth.' 


“Both tnv wife and I jumped at 
lhaL” writes Donald Woodrow of 
Geneva, New York, “since we 
thouzht the official had net) 
through his teeth. Which i* it: in or 
through*. Both imply as absurdity: 
to spelt with your mouth closed 
and teeth gritted. Or it might mean 
tha t a lie spokro in such a way is an 
especially serious one." 

“I think that *10 lie in one’s teeth" 
must be older." agrees John Alpsft, 
professor of English at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, “because I haven't 
found the preposition trough used 
in that phrase ia any Icucographic 
sourw. 

The first dear use was in the 14ih 
century’s "The Romance of Sir 
Guy of Warwick.” m which the 
hero savs. "Thou isxsi amid ward 
thi teth.*’ The Middle English arm J- 
ward meant “inside" or “in the 
middle of," not "through " An ear- 
lier citation, ib a 1300 Northum- 
brian poem, cautions. "Sal yce iu 
I ds here o mi :oth." which seems to 
advise against “lies here in mv 
tooth." but scholars cannot be sure 
if the old o means “in" t.-r 
“through." 

“In mv teeth" is an intensifier 
When Shakespeare wanted to em- 
phasize the dirtiness of a lie, he 
preferred the throat to the teeth: “I 
had lied in my throat if i had said 
so." says Faisiaff, and “Eyenjn his 
throat '. . . I return the lie." says 
Pnides. “Who . . . gives me the 
lie i’ the throat as deep as to the 
lungs?" demands Hamlet. Howev- 
er. Shakespeare on occasion used 
the preposition through in this met- 
aphor . explaining its meaning quite 
dearly in “Richard II": “Then. Bo- 
lingbrofce. as low as to thy heart. 
Through the false passage of thy 
throat, thou liest." 

For about 500 years, then, in was 
generally preferred over through in 
this metaphor the Century Dictio- 
nary. published at the turn of the 
20th century , dies he in oik's teeth 

But times are changing. “To lie 
through one’s teeth is more com- 
monly beard nowadays," states A!- 
gea and my correspondents evi- 
dently agree. 

Although it is likely that the con- 
fusion comes from “talking 
through one's hat.” which first sur- 
faced about a century ago, both 
uses are now comment, and it is 
mistaken to call either one incor- 
rect . 
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
